highways  turn  in  a  northerly  direction  following  the  Kalispell-Patrick  Creek  highway  to  the  point  of 
beginning. 

Manhattan  Game  Preserve:  Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  west  bank  of  the  West  Gallatin  River 
and  the  south  line  of  the  right  of  way  of  the  main  line  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company  as

Canal  to  Camp  Creek,  thence  southerly  along  the  southeast  side  of  Camp  Creek  to  a  left  fork  known 
as  Spring  Creek,  thence  southerly  along  the  southeast  bank  of  Spring  Creek  to  the  south  boundary  of 
the  O.  H.  Hess  Ranch,  thence  westerly  along  the  said  ranch  boundary  lo  the  intersection  with  Mon¬ 
tana  state  highway  project  No.  41 ,  thence  south  along  the  cast  boundary  line  of  said  oiled  highway  to 
a  point  where  said  highway  turns  in  an  easterly  direction  along  the  road  extending  cast  and  west  past 
the  Heeb  schoolhouse,  thence  in  an  easterly  direction  along  the  north  line  of  said  road  which  passes 
the  Hceb  schoolhouse  and  the  Walter  Sales  ranch  as  extended  by  county  road  No.  74,  and  a  prolonga¬ 
tion  of  the  north  line  of  said  road  if  extended  due  east  to  a  point  where  said  north  line  of  said  road 
would  intersect  the  west  bank  of  the  West  Gallatin  River,  thence  north  along  the  west  bank  of  the 
West  Gallatin  River  to  the  point  of  beginning.  This  line  as  described  and  posted  shall  constitute  the 
legal  boundary  of  the  Manhattan  Game  Preserve.

the  west  bank  of  the  Flathead  River  to  the  Old  Steel  Bridge,  the  point  of  beginning. 

Prison  Ranch  (Portion  of):  Portion  as  posted  on  the  west  side  of  Deer  Lodge. 

Rookery  Recreation  Area  (As  Posted):  Sec  deer  district  612. 

Seeley  Lake  Game  Preserve:  Beginning  at  the  southwest  comer  of  section  32,  township  17  north, 
range  15  west,  M.P.M.;  thence  north  following  section  line  to  the  northwest  corner  of  section  20,  the 
same  township  and  range;  thence  cast  following  section  line  to  the  northeast  corner  of  section  22, 
same  township  and  range;  thence  south  along  section  line  to  the  southeast  corner  of  section  34,  same 
township  and  range;  thence  east  along  township  line  to  the  northeast  corner  of  said  section  3, 
township  16  north,  range  15  west;  thence  south  along  section  line  to  the  southeast  corner  of  said  sec¬ 
tion  3,  thence  west  along  section  line  to  the  southwest  corner  of  section  5,  same  township  and  range;

line  to  the  southwest  corner  of  section  32,  township  17  north,  range  15  west,  the  place  of  beginning,  all 
of  which  is  in  Missoula  County.  Montana. 

Skalkaho  Gome  Preserve:  Beginning  at  Eagle  Point,  thence  south  along  the  Bitterroot-Rock  Creek 
Divide  to  Skalkaho  Pass,  thence  westerly  along  state  route  38  to  U.S.F.S.  trail  108,  thence  northerly 
along  said  trail  to  the  Gird-Skalkaho  Divide  road  near  Gird  Point,  thence  northerly  along  said  road  to 
Skalkaho  Mountain,  thence  northerly  along  the  old  trail  to  Fool  Hen  (Willow)  Lake,  thence  north 
down  the  old  trail  following  a  fork  of  Willow  Creek  to  the  Willow  Creek-Burnt  Fork  Lake  Trail 
(Forest  Trail  300),  thence  easterly  along  said  fail  to  Burnt  Fork  Lake,  thence  northerly  along  Trail

Sun  River  Game  Preserve:  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  continental  divide  of  the  Rocky  Mountains, 
due  south  of  the  head  or  source  of  the  south  fork  of  the  north  fork  of  Sun  River,  in  what  will  be,  when 
surveyed,  section  8,  township  18  north  of  range  10  west,  Montana  meridian;  thence  due  north  from 
the  crest  of  the  continental  divide  to  the  head  of  the  south  fork  of  the  north  fork  of  Sun  River;  thence 
northerly  along  and  down  the  course  of  the  south  fork  of  the  north  fork  of  Sun  River  as  it  winds  and 
turns  to  its  confluence  with  the  north  fork  of  the  north  fork  of  Sun  River;  thence  northerly  along  the 
course  of  the  north  fork  of  the  north  fork  of  Sun  River  as  it  winds  and  turns  to  its  head  or  source; 
thence  due  north  to  the  crest  of  the  continental  divide  of  the  Rocky  Mountains;  thence  along  the  crest 
of  the  continental  divide  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  southwesterly  and  southerly  to  the  place  of  beginn¬ 
ing,  intending  hereby  to  include  in  said  game  preserve  all  that  territory  lying  between  the  south  fork  of 
the  north  fork  and  the  north  fork  of  the  north  fork  of  Sun  River  on  the  cast  and  the  continental  divide 
of  the  Rocky  Mountains  on  the  west. 

Teton-SprinR  Creek  Bird  Preserve  —  Special  Archery  Season:  For  the  better  protection  and  propaga¬ 
tion  of  birds,  the  following  described  area  in  Teton  County,  State  of  Montana,  is  hereby  set  aside  and 
established  as  a  state  bird  preserve,  to  be  known  as  the  Teton-Spring  Creek  bird  preserve:  All  of  sec¬ 
tions  2,  3,  4,  9,  10,  II,  12,  13,  14,  and  15  in  township  24  north,  range  5  west. 

The  department  may  open  all  or  part  of  the  Teton-Spring  Creek  bird  preserve  for  a  special  archery 
season  in  accordance  with  87-1-304  and  87-2-708. 

Warm  Springs  Game  Preserve:  All  of  section  13,  14,  23,  and  24,  except  such  portions  of  these  sections 
that  lie  south  of  the  Anaconda-Warm  Springs  highway  or  cast  of  the  Butte-Deer  Lodge  highway,  all  in 
township  5  north,  range  10  west. 

Closed  Area  Within  Bighorn  Sheep  Hunting  District  500:  Those  portions  of  Stillwater  and  Sweet 
Grass  Counties  lying  within  the  following  described  boundary:  Beginning  at  Woodbine  Campground 
thence  westerly  along  the  adjacent  rocky  reef  to  the  Main  Stillwater-West  Fork  of  the  Stillwater 
Divide  Trail,  thence  northerly  along  said  trail  to  the  Horseman  Flats  Road  and  the  Forest  Service 
boundary,  thence  easterly  along  said  boundary  to  its  junction  with  the  Stillwater  River,  thence 
southerly  up  said  river  to  Woodbine  Campground,  the  point  of  beginning. 
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
